“Aerial  and  ground  reconnaissance  indicates  that  the  plume  associated  with  the  Gold  King 
Mine  release  has  dissipated  downstream,  and  there  is  no  leading  edge  of  contamination 
visible  in  downstream  sections  of  the  San  Juan  River  or  Lake  Powell.”
